3. ADDHVARA-MIMANSA-KUTUHALA VRITTI Rs. 106.00 

This Vrtti on the Mimanasa-sutra was composed by Acharya 
Vasudeva Diksita in the last quarter of 16th century A.D. under the 
patronage of the ruler of Tanjaur.

This great 
gloss running into 2000 pages has fulfilled a long-standing need 
concerning the study and teaching of the Mimansa Sastra. Shri Vasudeva 
Diksita has faithfully interpreted the Mimansa tenets as propounded by 
the Sutrakara Joimni and the Bhasyakara Sahara but at times he had 
given his own views and explained rituals knowns as Agnihotra, 
Darshapurnamasa, Jyotistoma etc. in a comprehensive manner.
